Revenue Bureau Offers Aid. 


Eiu'h person in the United 
Statrs 
who is In either of these classilicatloi s 
must get l)usy nt onee if penalties au> 
to be avoided. 
He should secure a 
blank Form lO-iO A for reporting n< r 
Income up to $3,000. or Form 1040 if 
Ills net Ineome exceeded that amoun' 
Forms are being distributed l)y Coilec 
tors and their Deputies, also by banlis. 
I5y following the instructions on tli«^ 
forms a correct return can be prepared 
at home. 
If a person needs advleo or 
aid, the Deputy Collectors in the flelij 
will furnish this without charge.

An additional exemption of §200 Is 
allowed for eacli person under yigiiteen 
or lncapai)le of self sui)port, who was 
dependent upon and received Ills chief 
BUpport from the taxpayer. 


A husband and wife living together 
are entitled to but one personal 
ex- 
ejnptlon of $2,000. 
If they make sep-
